HOUSE UNIT ASKS 
FSA'S ABOLITION 


Would Stop Crop Insurance 


And Parity Payments

Would Transfer Functions

created in 1937 and one of the 
favorite targets of congressional

comm ittee suggested that its func­ 
tions be transferred to the farm 
credit adm inistration, which was 
given the assignm ent ■of carrying 
on many FSA programs already 
under way.

Cause And Effect 
H 
OUSE passage of the Hobbs bill is interpreted 
by many leaders of organized labor un a dirty 
dig—and is. But there is no mystery about what 
caused it. 
There could be no plainer case of cause and 
effect. The HobbB bill Is aimed at the racketeering 
elem ent that has been stealing a ride on the labor 
movement. It is nothing more or less than a legis­ 
lative attem pt to balance the increased power which 
unions have gained under the New Deal with a 
corresponding 
sense of responsibility inside 
the 
unions. The same kind of arrogance that incited 
legislators in W ashington and state capitals to crack 
down on big business Is inciting them now to crack 
down on big labor unions. Some of the restrictions 
proposed are frankly hostile to unionism as such; 
som e are hostile only to the things about unionism 
that even union apologists can’t justify, though they 
m ake the attempt. 
W hile the slgnifica nee of a favorable vote on a 
proposal llko the Hobbs bill is being pondered, 
union leaders m ust reflect that in is slate legisla­ 
tures this year bills to restrict union activities have 
been introduced. Regulatory legislation dealing with 
the internal affairs of unions has been proposed In 
124 states. Legislation pending in congress dupli- 
■ cates m ost of the proposals being considered by 
- the states. The evidence leaves no room for doubt 
‘ about the intention of lawmakers to respond to 
public impatience with any group ham pering effi- 
relen t prosecution of the war.

Leaders of organized labor have the gravest re­ 
sp o n sib ility or their careers, they can m ake or break 
unionism in the near future by the way they handle 
their own affairs.

The First One Shouldn’t Be Cast By 


Men In Congress Unless They Know 


What They're Talking About

I 
T SEEMS to me that in picking subjects for criti­ 
cism on their military sfatu.s and aetivitfes, the 
Truman committee in the U. S. senate displays poor 
judgment and bad taste in centering attention on 
men with records of active service when there 
are so m any others right under the noses of the 
investigators with no records and apparently no 
intention of seeking records. 
I have in mind the attack made in the committee 
recently on Col. Darryl Zanuck. The fact he is 
a friend of mine undoubtedly prejudices me in his 
favor, but I say th at a man who has a record of 
active service in two wars is entitled to more con­ 
sideration and courtesy than was shown him by 
the Truman committee. It has permitted his name 
to be bandied about in committee hearings with 
distateful implications and without giving him a 
chance to be heard. 
I notice that press dispatches the other day made 
a point of mentioning that Truman was a captain 
in the First World war as if that gave him some 
extra privilege iii commenting on the situation. They 
m ight have added that Col. Zanuck was also in 
that war, only he was a private and a dispatch rider. 
In this w ar ho has been attached to tile signal 
corps taking photographs for the army, including 
battle pictures. He has been from the Aleutians to 
North Africa while Sen. Truman has been 
bai k 
homo investigating things. 
I 
THINK the fact that as a civilian Col. Zanuck 
is a shining light in the movie industry is large­ 
ly responsible for the attention paid him by the 
committee. Tile lads in Washington have been using 
this industry as a sort of whipping tiny for some 
time.
